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1. In early October 1952, Stendal-forstel airfield was occnnied by about 70 Ii~los, 
about 12 of which had red propeller hubs, while the remainder had eray rropeller 
hubs, Four Ti-2s in addition to several biplanes and twin-engine aircraft were 
also observed at the field. 


2, A wire fence, avout 2.) meters high was being built around the field. Two hangars 
in the northwestern portion of the field were torn down in 1951, The revair 
hangar was the easternmost hangar, A svall builcing oprosite the renair hangar 
was also assigned to this repair hangar. The flight control and a weather station 
were in a permanent building between the two western hangars, The airfield quarters 
were in the wooded area north of the hangars, They consisted of three-story brick 
buildings. Artillery units were alse quartered there. The target range, having 
some lanes ware still being used, was in the nortiwestern corner of the field at 
the end of the concrete taxiway. lio fuel dump was known to exist in the woods 
north o° the hangars, The main fuel dump was loceted at the spur track on the west 
side of the airfield, immediately north of the sall -atch of woodland in which 
an ammunition dump had been established. Three single-story temporary buildings, 

| gach reasuring 30*c10 meters were available at the armnunition dump where 500, about

50 ke, bombs were stored. 


3. The railroad connection of the field was called “tendal-Cast, The spur tracl: 
branched off from the main railroad line shortly before “orstel, The loading ramp 
was in ~he wooded area in the northern section ct the field. Freviously the sour 
track ran arcund the entire field, lowsver, sections of this track were dismantled 
after 1945, Five radio towers, one of them fitted with a basxet, were seen in the 
northeastern corner of the field opposite the revair hangar, Aircraft revetments 
for one aircraft each had been built around the field. The revetrents were still 
empty, because all the planes were narked at the nerthorn edge of the installation. 


he Three AA emplacements of 37-um cuns were chserved at the field, Aight AA rachine 
euns on tripods were also cbserved, The crews wore red-bordered black epaulets 
with crnssed run barrels. sceording te Local residents, teavier AA guns were also 
awailable at the field. However, source had not yet observed them.
